validation methods: and 

wherein each validation method compares validation values to the data .

12. (Currently Amended) A web server system comprising: 
at least one web application; 

means for performing validation service on data submitted by said at least one 
web application; 

means for processing web forms; 

means for storing and retrieving validation rules for performing said validation 
service, the validation rules comprising at least three hierarchically organized views, with 
each view utilizing an execution sequence of validation methods; 

wherein each e xecution sequence designates an order of execution for the 
validation methods; 

wherein each vali dation method compares validation values to the data: and 

means for compiling validation rules into said at least one web application in 
order to perform said validation service. 

13. (Currently Amended) A web server system according to claim 12, wherein if a view has 
n o validation rules, then a lower priority view's execution sequence is performed the 
validation rules ar c organized ao a tabl e baaed ayst o m . 

14. (Currently Amended) A web server system according to claim 12, wherein the validation 
rules type cast a single value inte ger Hntn tn h* validated is ™rtprf nptinrd in c t o n high e st 
priority view .

17. (Currently Amended) A web server system according to claim 44 16, wherein the 
validation rules change the legacy data to check for membership in a data set if th e data to 
b e validat e d do e o not contain an e ntry matching the high e st priority view, th e n th e data is 
sorted according to a s e cond highest priority view . 

18. (Currently Amended) A web server system according to claim 47 12, wherein the 
validation rules validate an entire set of data if th e data to be validat e d docs not contain 
an ontry matching tho s e cond highest priority view, then the data io sorted according to 
gcnorio validation functions . 

19. (Currently Amended) A web server system according to claim 4? 18, wherein the 
validation rule s return individual validation statuses in a hash table check for a name o f 
the second highoot priority viow that matches a name of th e highest priority viow . 

20. (Currently Amended) A web server system according to claim 47 12, wherein the 
validation rules validate weekday, date available, and date of expiration for lone distance 
telephone service s e cond highopt priority vi e w contains data d e ooribing a generic string 
that ia used to matoh a name of tho high e st priority view to a defined oharaotor . 

21. (Currently Amended) A web server system according to claim 12, wherein each 
validation rule includes a n associated application tag that differentiates instances of an 
application an d version for different users th e validation rnlnr , nm prieriiksed 
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(Currently Amended) A computer-readable medium with instructions executable by a 
processor for providing a validation application service for web-based applications, the 
medium comprising instructions to: 

couple a service request from a data device to a web server, the request including 
data to be validated; 

generate a service session instruction, the service session instruction based at least 
in part on the service request; 

send the service session instruction to one or more web servers, the service 
session instruction corresponding to one or more data validation requests from said 
customer data device; 

compile at least one page based on stored validation rules in a database, the 
validation rules comprising at least three hierarchically organized views, with each view 
utilizing an execution sequence of validation methods , wherein each execution sequence 
designates an order of execution for the validation methods, and wherein each validation 
method compares validation values to the data : and 

send a validation service response to the data device, wherein the validation 
service response is based on the service request. 

(Currently Amended) A method of providing validation data service with a web-based 
computer system comprising the steps of: 

calling at least one page from a web application; 
compiling said at least one page at a web server; 

retrieving validation rules from a centralized storage mass coupled to said web 
server, the validation rules comprising at least three hierarchically organized views, with 
each view utilizing an execution sequence of validation method s, wherein each execution 
sequence designates an order of exe cution for the validation methods, and wherein each 
validation method compares validation values to the data : 

validating data from said web application in accordance with said validation rules.

25. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 23, wherein the validation rules type 
cast a single v alue integer furth e r oomprining arming thn Antn fn ho validated n ooo rdi ng to 
a high e ot priority view . 

26. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 2$ 23, further comprising type casting 
an integer as a string wherein the highoot priority viow contains data dBsoribing q name of 
the highoot priority view and an application nam e , th e application name differentiating 
fi e ld names from thos e in oth e r applications . 

27. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 25 23, further comprising changing 
lega c y data to string values if th e data to ha vnlirlntorl rln a n nnt r.r. n tnin o n e n try matching 
th e highest priority viow, then sorting the data aooording to a aocond highoot priority 

28. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 27, further comprising changing the 
legacy data to check for membership in a data set if tho data to bo validat e d doon not 
contain an ontry matching tho aocond highoot priority vi e w, them sorting the data 
according to gonorio validation functiona . 

29. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 27, further comprising tagging each 
validation rule with an assoc iated application tag that differentiates versions of an 
application ch e cking the validation rules for a nam e of tho oooond highest priority viow 
that matcheo a namo of tho higheot priority viow . 

30. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 27, further comprising tagging each 
validation rule with an associated appli cation tag that differentiates instances of an 
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application and versi on for different users wherein th e aooond highoat priority view 
oontaina data d e aoribing tt generio otring that ia mod to match o name of the highoat 
priority vi e w to a d e fined oharaotor . 
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
